The Ajfiariiui Outrage— Disingen- 
uous Joiiriiiilisin. 

It will, wo think, be tolerably clear 
by this time tluit no prncticnl gooclciiu 
1)0 obtained by controversy with n wri- 
ter of such a (Ipciclodly ilisingenuonK 
turn as the editor of the local organ. 
A fihort time ago he charged tliiH jour- 
nal with having been the loudest ad- 
vocate of selling the public lands by 
auction. AVe challenged liini to pro- 
duce a word or sentence from inir 
many articles on the laud policy, Ixiar- 
ingauy such construction. Instead, how- 
ever, of attempting to do what he v. cll 
knew to be impo.'isible, ho contiinies, 
to repeat the falsehood. This point v,-o 
can well aft'ord to leave with Die pub- 
lic, who are our witnesses as to liow 
long and earnestly wo have contended 
for an opposite principle. How little 
^dtitled to respect, much less credence, 
must be a journalist who will thus per- 
sist in repeating a statement so llatly 
contradicted, without any attempt to 
adduce proof, when, if it were true, 
proof ' must bo ro abund.int and so 
easily procured. If this journal has 
joieettitho loudest advocate of the prin- 
ciple of selUng the public lands by auc- 
tibH.'Hdw'veiy easy for our contenipo- 
raicy'i&' have proved its assertion Ijy a 
fe#iie5ctrSCts from articles with whicli 
thb 'obluiiifaa of this journal bristle. 
Su6h;.bf!ing the case, our contemporary 
musfc'have formed a very low estimate 
of the general intelligence or sense of 
faittieBS of its readers, in thus reiterat- 
ing'ii' ciiaige wo have repeatedly de- 
nounoed as utterly false, and chal- 
lenged it to produce an atom of proof. 
Then, again, our contemporary con- 
tinues to ripeat its assertion that the 
fact of the Government being prepared 
to give free grants of 160 acres north 
OF Seymour Narrows and 240 acres be- 
yond THE Cascades constitutes full and 
ample, justification of the statement 
put forth by the Government, through 
the agent at San Francisco, viz, "the 
Government of British Columbia offers 
TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY 
ACRES of land to each actual settler." 
In this view, we regret that we cannot 
concur. In the first place, the state- 
ment in the band-bill conveys the im- 
pression that the system is general; 
-whereas it is restricted to the most re- 
mote and inaccessible parts of the 
Province. How much better than 
mockery is it to tell arriving immi- 
grants who may have been induced by 
.these fair but illusorj- promises to 
Hjome to our shores, that they can have 
free grants of IGO acres north of Ho.y- 
mour Narrows? Wiio wants to settle 
there now, more especially in the face 
of the open avowal of tlio Government 
that the Bailway is not at all likely to 
go that way ? In the second place, the 
hand-bill promises 250 acres to every 
settler, whereas tlie (.ioveniir.cut will 
only give 1(50 acres on this side 
of the Cascade Bange, and 240 
(not 250) on the other, side. No 
.where is it proposed to give as much 
as promised; and for the most jiai t it 
is not proposed to give any at all! 
Nay, it seems extremely questionaldo 
whether the Government were pre- 
pared at the time the hand-bill was is- 
sued, or are propai'ed even now, to 
give free grants of an3- area, in any 
part of the Province! I'nder all tlic 
circumstances, and bearing in mind 
the inevitable tend mcy of such ''("lii ai) 
John" tiicks, — such '"Smart Alick 
swindles," to cause immigrants to turn 
away in disgust and seek homes across 
the water, wo fear that a projicr sense 
of what is due to truth ami justice, 
as well as to the best interests of the 
country, will not permit us to charac- 
terise the conduct of the Government 
in any milder terms than wore emjdoy- 
ed in a foi-nior article. Ij<ioldng iit the 
whole subject, in all its bearings and 
consequences, it is ditllcult to conccivi? 
of a policy (if one may be pernjitted to 
BO designate it) more fraught with in- 
jury to the country. Every man 
Drought here under such false i)retoii- 
ces becomes, as it were, aliving ad- 
vertisement to warn others against lic- 
;ng caught in the same trap. Nor aif 
men always reasonable under such 
circumstances. It is enough for tliem to 
KriOw thatth'e first word was a lie. They 
will not listen to the second, bo i^ 
true or false. More especially is this 
theca^o when two or throe hours' 
steam and as many dollars will take 
them to a country wliore — witbsluuno and 
^sbumiliation wo write it — they are sure 
of better treatment, — svliero tliny will 
be taken by the hand and eoiuhujlod to 
waiting horoestoads, free of (;liargo, iiy 
iutelligeut, apijreciativo, and oblig- 
ing Agents. From the time of Donald 
Eraser's celebrated letters to the Ti.mes, 
down to the "Cheap John" tricks oi 
Iho present administration, misrepre- 
sentation, false pretences, have Ix en 
the bane of this country, and wo want 
no more of it If wo cannot get popu- 
lation without having recourse to such 
means, better try and get on as wo 
are; for no good will ever como of 
population so obtained. And siiro- 
]y, surely British Columbia has no 
need to resort to falsehood. With 
proper management, surely she has 
'"ftbiiindance to recommend her to per- 



sons in search of dcsii'iiWc liomcH. 
With proper juanageniuut,— 'ill! That's 
the rubl An observation j in conclu- 
sion, about the Imbit ourl'ocal contem- 
porary has acquired of endeavoring to 
represent this journal nsthe enemy and 
decriernf the' country, whonever we 
cxjjose Ministerial wrong-doing. That 
it and its masters would prefer that we 
should conceal domestic grievances 
and draw tlio mantle of hj'poorisy 
around governnu'ntal misdoing, pro- 
claiming Britirh Columbia to have at- 
tained absolute political pcirfection, is 
extremely probable. It would be so 
very convenient, wouldn't it ? But 
wo hiive not yet lost faith in the old 
maxim — "Honesty's the best policy," 
;uul ourn'otto must continue to Ije 
"Tell the Truth, and Khiime the Devil," 
— oven if it should como very hard 
upon our coutemporary, as we know it 
does very often. The true Physician 
will probe the festering sore to the 
bottom— cut the fat;d cancer ciciin 
away,--''or hold his hand if the patient 
writhes and wriggles beneath tlie knife.

Japan. 



The I'ollowiiif^ we extract from the 
Japan "Gazette." 

After the farmers had consulted with 
the rice merchants in resi)ect to giving 
them an increased price, and it being re- 
fu;:od, being desperate from the lieavy 
Government tax, determined to rovongo 
themselves upon tbo rice merchants and 
also upon tho Government. Tlioy jjro- 
ceeded to arm themselves with bamboo 
spikes or spears, and attacked tho mor- 
ohanls and burned their houses. On the 
20th the towns andvillages,formilos,were 
inflames throughout the night. 

On the '21st 10,01)0 mon, assisted by 
mounted leaders and some former Daiiuio 
retainers, attacked the castle of Fukuoka, 
the seat of (iovernment. and burned all 
the buildings, with the Government ollico 
books, archives, etc. Only three of the 
Government oflicials succeeded in making 
their escape to Laga. The others are all 
supiiosed to be killed. Tbo criminals con- 
fbioil in the jail were all liberated on con- 
dition that they armed themselves and 
united in tho insurrection. Tbo insur- 
geut.-i I. lon burned tho houses of idl those 
who refused to join them, and many were 
thus added to their numbers tiuongh 
fear. 

A store of gunpowder was taken from a 
warehouse, and all tho arms that could bo 
found were captured. The native banks 
were also broken into. 

Tbo numbers were soon increased to 
80,001J. 

Temples wore burnt. By last accounts 
other neighboring provinces have become 
involved, but tho trouble has i)roceeded 
no further tlian fifteen miles above Sa-
